3 SETTLEMENT OF STRIKES. 
Progress of Arbitration In France. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2. 
The Depart- 


ment of htate has received from one of 
ita consular representatives abroad a re- 
port showing the piogress of arbitration 
as a method of settling strikes m France. 
Towards the close of the year 1893, Ihe 
French Chambers enacted a law provid- 
ing for conciliation and arbitration in 
conflicts between employers and work- 
men. The act contemplates voluntary 
submission bv parties interested In the 
question at issue between them, bearing 
on the condition of labor. 
First, tola 


committee of conciliation, consisting of 
delegates, chosen by respective parties, 
and secondly, in caqe of failure to agree 
on the pa'rt of such committee to the 
council of arbitration. 


The proceedings may be minuted by 


either party, or in case of a strike, upon 
Invitation of a Justice of the Peace of the 
district or canton, but in all canes the 
agreement of both parties to submit the 
question is essential 
It should be borne 


in mind that the office of the "Justice of 
Tcate" in France, as well as in England. 
Is one of much higher dignity and respon- 
sibility than the position bearing the 
same name in the United States.
